trade, With the abandoument of the
Black Coal agoney several *wesks ago
there remained no organization of
operators in this distriot. The necessity
for n permanent organization has been
rovognized at all times, but was more
manifest durlng the big bituminons
elrikes, Each year the operators meet
the minera to arrange wage scales, and
at other timeas itis mneoccssary for the
operators to aet {n concert to settle the
ever recurring disputes  regarding
froight rates and dJifferentials, Al
present there is no immediate work be-
fore tue ussociatlon to be formaed, bus
they may bave considerable to talk
abont within @« short time. One of
tho matters, and the most important
ever brought up, will probubly be ¢on-
eidersd by the ussoeiation. It refers to
the regulation of the bituminous coal
oulput to meet the actual necessities of
the marketa,

“It {s rumored that a big scheme is
fa contemplation to restrict tha bitnmi-
nona coul production of the compsti-
tive flelds to the dewnands of the trada,
1a the anthracite conl distriot this is
doue successfully, The operators meet
ones n month vnd determine upon the
prodoction for the following month,
from the stock on haod and the market
prospocts, By tila combinstion of in-

‘teresta the authracite prodncers are

enabled to conduct their business pro-
fitably, and never get intoa position
whers it becomes necessary to reduce
the wages of their miners to kesp io
the merket, as the bituminous opera.
tors, and particolarly those of the
Pittsburg district have bad to
do within the past yeur, The cow-
petitive fisld in the bituminous trade
embraces Pennsylvania, Ohio, West
Virgioia and to some exient [ndians
and lilinols, The plan of eurtailing
the ontput to prevent the overstocking
of the markets was tirst broached due

ing the miners' strike, while the opera-
tors and miners were bholding the
Clevelund conventlon, Incidental to
the mining rate question, the stoppage
of production wheuever necessary was
considered as the best moans to wain-
‘tain living conditions for both miners
and operators at all times, One of the
primary causes that led to the disturb-
nnce of the coal trade and culminated
in the national strike of miners during
May was overproduction, Industries
bad suffored from a long siege of de.
pression, while eonl production contin-
ued at the normal rate.  When it was
foupd impossible to sell this conl and
runlize the cost of production the oper-
utors fell to cutting wages to get & fow
cente the best of the other fellow to
culch what little business was goiog.

“This was practiced tosuch an ex-
tent that the bueiness finally becams
uoprofitable to everybody but the con-
sumer and the strike and suspension of
produetion were ke wmeans of esaving
many bitominons coul producers from
bankroptoy and were gludly welcomed.
There 18 now grave danger of the sams
condititions recurring.  Atthe rate the
United States coal trade has been pro:
gressing it will evertake England in
two more yenrs and will then be the
leading coul producing vation of the
world, Saward's avuvual compilation
of bituminous coal statistica is anthor-
ity for the statement that coal is
chenper in the United States at the
min s than anywhers in the world, The
present produeing capacity far excoeds
the demand of home markets, and with
the difficulty of finding foreign mar-
kuty, no extracrdinary effort is needed
to overstock by millions of tons the
mutkets open  to Awerican cosl, The
otlly way out of the bole, apparent to
both operntor and mioer, is i the re-
slriction of production. Wuile the
operators will probably find it ime
pructicable to gpcuve the gupport of all
to the project outlloed, 1t is thonght
ths co-~operstion of a sufficient nmn-
ber of prodocers in the competitive
wlutes onu be obtalved to earry it out
successfully. Therecxists uncient aui-
wosity betwsen the operators of the
several siutes and within the varions
districts, but if o feasible plan conld
bo offered, aud all are couviuced of the
advantsges of the proposed combina:
tion, the support of nearly all wonld
Lo obtained.

“This matter will probably coma up
for couslderation in the new association
of railrond conl shippers in the near
tnlure, Urganizations of operators
bave been forwed In other stutes and
sre fuvorable to the plan,  All ses the
necesslly of such an arrapgement con-
duoeted similur to the plsn of the an-
thraeite shippers, but they falter at
thoe tnsk of bringiog the producers to-
gether. To bewin with, other radical
reforiuy wonld have to be made, and
infexible eonditions made for a very
wide territory, with exceedingly di-
verso iuterest. Should the oporators
woke the effort, however, and fail,
there is s probability thut production
will be shut off periodically by the
miners through their national orguni-

zation. Thoy realize as well ns the
operutors  that unlimited produoe-
tion leads to the demoralizilion

of prices mnd wages, and a Lalf sen-
#ou uuder conditions wbich enable
them to livo deceutly is belter than a
whole season during whieh they starve,
They wore so down-trodden last year
that they considered that it was botter
toaturve whlle striking than starve
while working. Uunder an intelligent
loudership such ns the minors now
bave aud o thorough organization in
the bituminons coul flsld thy plan ss
proposed s not entirely ont of the
range of aceomplishment. The strike
during spring dvmonstrated the bene:
ficencs of periodieal stope. It would
be unucessury to carry thinge to an ex-
trems und inconvenience the commercs
of the country, us was done doring thie
atrike, but to carry the suspension to
the point wlere it becomes necessary
to readily supply the markote. This iy
the plan contemplated by the miners {
the operators should fafl, It is not the
pu to squeezs the eonl consaming
public, but to obtain a price fairly re-
munerative on the oapital invested,
and to the labor employed,”
